With a handful of exceptions — golf, tennis, 
motor racing — almost all sports are run like that 
in this country: amateurishly, with a lot of good- 
will, spare-time devotion and loyalty but without 
the fiery passion sport deserves. 

This attitude then filters down from officials to 
coaches and players. 

The average soccer-involved Australian — with 
the greatest respect to the few exceptions — CAN 
live without soccer. 

it his circumstances dictate, he can vanish from 
the game at 18 or 28 and never go near another 
soccer ground. 

For too many of them it is a temporary love- 
affair, a pleasant flirt but not a mad, passionate 
desire, 

This is why so few Australian-born coaches take 
the trouble to claw their way to the top, why so 
many turn away at the first sign of trouble. 

And this is also the reason why — despite the 
boring claims about those 438,639 juniors — we 
don’t produce enough clever, skilful and am- 
bitious local players. 

Every time we import a player from overseas, 
the clubs announce that this is neccessary so that 
the “local youngsters benefit from his experien- 
ce." It’s a temporary measure, they add. 

Of course, it’s not true. We have been importing 
them for 30 years or more and telling the same 
lies. And we will keep importing them simply 
because the local production levels are insuf- 
ficient and inefficient. 

Why the majority of Australians should adopt 
this lukewarm attitude to soccer — and to most 
competitive sports — is another story; perhaps 
the subject of a detailed and expert study. 

But it’s a fact. No people on earth talk more 
about sport than the Australians; few others show 
Jess passion for it. And sport without passionate 
involvement is not worth a crumpet.
